TRENDS CHILDREN’S LOOK INTO THE 


The distinction between institutional and family 
care foster children longer clear used 
tobe. There are foster family agencies that have 
institutional units and there are many institutions that 
have foster family departments; but the classifica- 
tion our members, recorded our directory, has 
practically outlived its usefulness because goodly 
our members classified institutions 
have foster family care for part their service. 


One our requirements for all organizations caring

The study the child’s needs quickly leads, 
thoroughly done, recognition that institutional 
care cannot meet all needs any more than can foster 
family care. This has led institutions develop fos-

This tendency toward extra-mural development 
the part institutions not wholly new.

done. The expansion all these programs requires 
larger application social service various forms 
satisfy the needs all these children than now 
available. The training the children while remaining 
home, whenever that possible, well the edu- 
cation the adults that goes with it, means much for 
the child and his family and also much more eco- 
nomical than institutional training. 


Without going into detail about all four classes, foster 
family care, now being increasingly used for dependent 
and neglected children, has ceased experiment 
and when staying home out the question should 
also applied large segments delinquents and 
defective children. 
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There will delinquent and defective children who 
will need the training that institutional stay will 
alone provide. This stay should principally for 
development vocational aptitudes and interests and 
less for discipline than present. 

larger application foster family care for the 
delinquent child especially needed. has been too 
much set apart from the rest from whom differs 
sometimes but little. 


the resources the League permitted, complete 
program for promoting more intelligent care for de- 
linquent and defective children would added its 
program for dependent and neglected children, 
which has been necessarily limited. The line 
between the groups shadowy one.
